UWMERRY CHRISTMAS 01 HAPPY HANUKKAA 


“Merry Christmas” for some is 
“Happy Hanukkah” for others, 

The origin is religious in both 
cases. The Christmas season, when 
Christians celebrate the birth of 
Christ, generally coincides with the 
Hanukkah season, which is the 
Jewish Feast of Lights or Feast of 
Dedication. 

Hanukkah, also spelled Chanukah, 


is a Hebrew word which means ded-., 


ication. It begins on the eve of the 
25th day of the Hebrew month of 
Kislev, and lasts eight days. This year 
it began Monday, December 16. 
During Hanukkah gifts are ex- 
changed. Each evening one additional 
candle is lighted on the Hanukkah 


menora (candelabra). By the last 
evening, eight lighted candles stand 
together. 

The Apocryphal books of the 
Maccabees tell the story of Han- 
ukkah. In 165 B.C., after a three-year 
struggle, the Jews in Judea defeated 
the Syrian tyrant Antiochus. They 
held festivities in the Temple in 
Jerusalem, and rededicated it to God. 

After cleansing the Temple of 
Syrian idols, they found only one 
small cruse of oil to light their holy 
lamps.. But miraculously, the cruse 
provided oil for eight days. 

Judas Maccabeus, the Jewish 
leader, then proclaimed a festival to 
be observed by Jews.

Mass. cash balance for Novenber 
was $75.4 million, an increase of 
more than $41.5 million over Oct., 
State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane an- 
nounced today. 

The November cash balance as 
$75,407,588.44 as compared to the 
Oct. cash balance of $33,826,279.86. 

The $41,5 million increase 
resulted when the Nov. receipts ex- 
ceeded the state’s disbursements last 
month by that amount. Nov. 
disbursements were $258,651,232.88 
but receipts for the same 30 days hit 
the $300,232,541.46 mark. 

The State's bonded indebtedness 
continues to be over one billion 
dollars. As of the first of Dec. the 
bonded indebtedness was 
$1,010,397,000.00, while a year ago 
the total debt was $947,817,000.00, 
according to the report.

ELECTION REFORM The recent 
elections have pointed up a number 
of weaknesses in our method of 
selecting a President. Millions of 
Americans feel that the Convention 
system is unrepresentative. Millions 
more have expressed concern over 
the duration of the campaign and the 
lack of mutually acceptable ground 
rules by which candidates for public 
office can and should present their 
views. But the greatest concern of all 
has been expressed over the 
institution of the electoral college. 
Polls taken immediately after the 
election showed that 81% of the 


American public not only wanted to 
abolish the college, but favored direct 
election of the President. Hearings on 
election reform have already been 
scheduled by both the House and the 
Senate. It is my sincere hope that 
reforms will be instituted, and 1 
expect to participate actively in their 
consideration.
